ACTING MINISTER'S’ REPLY. 

A deputation represénting holders of 
Chineso Eight per cent. Sterling Treasury 
b Us (Marconi issue) and Eight percent. 
Sverling Treasury notes (Vickers issue) 
Waited upon the Acting Chinese Minister 
at the Legation in London last month, to 
mak, reptesertations with the object of 
ending as promptly as possible the failure 
on thevpart of the Peking Government to 
pay the interest on the bills and notes, 

_ Curgons, "who" acted as spokesman, 
said :— ° ; 
fe Owing to the default of the Chinese 
Government in the payment of interest on 
the Eight per cent. Sterling Treasury 
hills (Marconi issue) and Eight per cent. 
Sterling Treasury notes (Vickers issuc), 
considerable correspondence has: recently 
appeared in the financial Press calling 
attention to the grievous hardship inflict 
ed on British investors, whe have not 
only had to go without their interest, but 
have also had to’ face’ the serious fall in 
the market value of ‘their securities, 
which to-day stand at little more than 
40 per cent. of thetr parvalue. ay 

Tam, requested by the committee to 
expre$s our appreciation of your. courtesy 
in? necting us here to-day, and to convey 
to you in’an equally courtcous but never- 
theless. in a firm manner the strong and 
deep feeling which exists among thosa 
who, recognising. the unquestionably -high: 
stand of credit maintained by the Chinese 
Government, over a long period of years, 
invested in both the Mareoni aad Vickers 
issues, ° : 

_ UNEQUAL TREATMENT. a 

“This feeling’ of resentment is accent. 
uated by the fuct that while the Chinese 


blind anger there lies a tragic history of 
mistake, misinformation, and misleading, 
and underneath it all the more subtle and 
psychological: error of persistent indis- 
cipline in many of the schools and 
@olleges. of China during’ the~past—four-} 
teen years. “ 

The pendulum has overswung jn te- 
action from ‘the unreasoning aad’ often 
terriblo scholastic grind laid upon the 
students of Old Chinw, who, knew no 
leisure and: little: independence, until! 
to-day, authority in the student world bas 
almost tensed to exist. Education in 
Chinn haa, for the time being missed its 
way, This is not the first, though it may 
well prove to bé:the worst, of the Chineso 
student wprisgings in recent years... . 

A strike in one of the great cotton 
mills in Shanghai owned .by Japanese 
was the occasion! of the recent demonstra. 
tion. In many mills in Shanghai and 
elsewhere in "China. labour conditions are 
‘lamentably bad. By none are these con- 
ditions more, regretted than by the best 
of the British and American employers of 
Chinese labour in Shanghai. It is, there- 
fore, possible that the originating strike 
had right on its side. ' 

ANGLO-JAPANESE ALLIANCE. 

It has become now but the openiog 
pawn in the big game of attacking all 
foreign interests and influences in © ina. 
The Japanese ownership of the mill be- 
comes'to the inflamed and recklessly pat- 
riotie student Chinese mind o reminder 
of the detested Anglo-Japancse political 
alliance. Britain forthwith is made to 
share in all the odium which the student 
attaches to Japan. Britain, then, as the 
partner of Japan, and as the outstanding 
commercial power in: Shanghai, is raised 
to the apex of hatred. - : 

Under the threat of force, the shop- 
keeper’ class is drawn. unwillingly inte 
this conflict, and the Shanghai type of 
riotous uprising (which is often . part 
of the game in Chinese politics)’ is deve 
loped, aimed possibly just as much at 
Chinese “ powgrs thot be’! ds at Euro- 
pean and other Powers. Anti-foreign 
outbursts in China have more than once} 
served to bring down unpopular leaders 
and to overthrow unpopular causes, 
Chinese politics may not be absent from 
the real reasons for the present trouble. 
Tn any case the Chinese student. is today 
angered and humiliated’ by the spectacle 
of his country’s impotence and confusien. 

Thero is, however, certainly more than 
that. ‘A school of thought has ‘recently 
arisen in China, encouragéd. and.. use! 
by Bolshevist propagandists, which attri- 
butes all political and most human ills to 
the imperialistic and capitalistic.aims of 
European and Americun Governments.
